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IF WE THINK inflation has 


dipped heartily into our pock- 
etbooks ... stand by! Spiral- 
ing wages and prices next 
may affect our ashcans. 
According to Dixon's Mayor 


William Sfothower, we may have 
to consider the ashcan as an in- 
tricate problem of everyday life. 
It becomes a problem, when peo* 
pie have to figilre how to dispose 
of the ashes in those cans. 
IF THE present economic trends 


continue, posed the mayor, Dixon 
may not be able to continue to 
dispose of ashes as a function of 
the city. 


Dixon is presently operating its 


garbage and ash - disposal pro- 
gram in the red.' During 1951-52, 
the city had a deficit of approxi- 
mately $5,000 on its garbage dis- 
posal budget, according to fig- 
ures provided by the mayor. 
AND DURING the fiscal year 


1952-53, the city can expect a simi- 
lar deficit, was his contention. High 
costs of labor and equipment as 
opposed to a low tax .levy for gar- 
bage disposal is making it virtually 
impossible to operate the program 
in the black, he said. 
» » * 


At the present rate of inflation, 


Dixon may have to curtail its ash 
disposal services in order to Keep 
from digging itself deeper into 
debt, according to th* mayor. 
TODAY, AT a tax rate less than 


we had more than 20 years ago, 
Dixon is called upon to do, and 
pay, for a job that is almost twice 
its former size, he added. 


Prior to 1930 and up to the last 


session of the Illinois legislature, 
Dixon was allowed, by law, to 
levy a maximum rate of 10 cents 
for , garbage _ disposal.. Twenty 
years ago. the population of Dix- 
on was far less than it is today. 
But during the last session of the 
legislature, when the Hodge BUI 
was passed, and when city de- 
mands had doubled over the 
years, that maximum rate was 
cut to about 7 cents, contended 
Mjypr .Slothower. 
~~D1XON MAS a bigger garbage 
disposal job today and less money 
allocated ta pay for that job, he 
said. 


Other factors have made the 


problem more difficult, he add- 
ed* Becausi of man's attitude, 
for the better, toward garbage, 
the city can no longer get rid 
of refuse in the economic way it 
did. 
* * » 


DURING 1930 and part of the 


following decade Dixon was able 
to sell garbage for hog feed to lo- 
cal farmers. 
This eliminated the 


need to some extent, for a city 
"fill-in," in the old days called a 
dump," explained Slothower. 


Then farmers would agree to 


buy the "hog feed" at a tidy sum 
while the city would contract with 
a local trucker at the lowest 
possible bid to haul the garbage 
to the various farms. This sys- 
tem only cost Dixon approximate- 
ly $4,800 a year, said the mayor. 
BUT WHEN society began to 


frown somewhat on the use of 
garbage as hog-feed, the city halt- 
ed that program in 1945. During 
1943, .the city stopped contracting 
with private truckers and took over 
the job of hauling the garbage to 
farmers. At that time, the yearly 
costs jumped from about $4,800 to 
$9,100, said Mayor Slothower. 


The fact that inflation was be- 


ginning to take -hold throughout 
the county and Dixon had to pro- 
cure fill-in property, buy disposal 
equipment, and pay higher labor 
costs, caused disposal costs to 
increase, he continued. 
* * » 


THE YEAR 1944 was the .last 


year Dixon w*as able to operate the 
garbage-disposal program in the 
black. It took approximately $25,- 
058 to carry it out in 1952. 


With Dixon already levying the 


maximum rate of nearly 7 cents, 
it still can't balance its disposal 
budget. Under the previous max- 
imum levy of 10.cents, the city 
could handle the job, said the 
mayor. 


WHEN* THE city/ pays off its 


debt, in 1954, for some 33 acres of 
fill-in property, Dixon may come 
close to balancing the disposal 
budget . . . barring any unfore? 
seen costs pertaining to the need 
for repairs and new equipment, 
he added. 


But, if inflation continues in its 


present course, the likelihood of 
balancing is remote. 
In that 


event, the city may have to cut 


, costs where it can. And the first 


place to start would be to curtail 
ash dispcsal, he said.

THROUGHOUT most cities in the 


country, ash disposal ia a problem 
handled by the individual citizen 
who hires ashmen to haul away the 
waste, said Slothower.

viet press and radio announc- 
ed today the arrest of 9 doc- 
tors — most ofthem Jews — on 
charges of killing two top 
Russian leaders and plotting 
the deaths of others on in- 
structions from British and 
American intelligence services 
and Zionist organizations. 


The announcement said the doc- 


tors admitted killing Andrei A. 
Zhdanov, one of the leading mem- 
bers of the powerful Politburo un- 
til his death in 1948, and Alexander 
S. Scherbakov, head of the chief 
political administration of the So- 
viet Army, who died in 1945. 


Others Marked 


The announcement by Tass, the 


Soviet news agency, said others 
marked for death included War 
Minister Marshal Alexander M. 
Vasilevsky; Marshal Ivan S. Ko- 
nev, commander in chief of Soviet 
giound forces, and his chief of 
staff, Gen. S. M. Shtemenko; Mar- 
shal Leonid A. Govorov, who com- 
manded Red armies l in Finland 
during World War II, and *Adm. 
G. I. Levchenko, deputy Navy min- 
ister. 


The nine doctors were identified 


as Professors M. S. Vovsi, V. N. 
Vinogradov, M. B. Kogan, B. B. 
Kogan, P. I. Yegorov, A. I. Feld- 
man, Y. A. Etinger, A. M. Drinsh- 
tein and G. I. Mayorov. 


Tass said they "criminally un-

It was dis- 
closed that although the schools 
have no regular school nurse, the 
teachers have been checking stu- 
dents by taking i their tempera- 
tures. 


Already approximately 25 per 


cent of the grade school enroll- 
ment are absent from school, ac- 
cording to Joseph C. Reed, school 
board president. 


Reed said that he will try today 


and tomorrow to obtain a nurse for 
the children. 


However, if the absentee list con- 


tinues to increase, it will be neces- 
sary to close the grade schools on 
Thursday and Friday, he added. 


In the high school, approximate- 


ly 10 per cent of the students are 
now absent as a result of influenza. 


Some schools 
throughout the 


Midwest have already closed. In 
Texas, schools were closed in at 
least seven towns and dozens of 
other communities reported a high 
incidence of the illness. 


"If* loo early to say now that 


w« have a state-wide epidemic," 


said Dr. George Cox, Texas health 
director. But he added that the 
outbreak had i cached epidemic 
proportions in some isolated areas. 


Large-scale absenteeism was re-

3. Plan 3. The herd is tested at 


30-day intervals. Reactors are re- 
moved until the herd is negative. 
This plan seldom is recommended 
generally. It can be used in small 
commercial herds where only a 
few reactors are found and where 
there have been no clinical symp- 
toms of brucellosis. If Plan 3 
doesn't work readily; the farmer 
is encouraged to try Plans 1 or 2.

papers can ask the second nation to distribute "corrections'^ 
to the general press.

JSCOBY OH BRIDGE 


Expert Often Shows Skill at Tourney 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


One of the most interesting tour- 


naments of the year is the annual 
Winter Carnival, scheduled to take 
place a month from now in St. 
Paul, Minn. 


Visiting experts usually flock to 


the Carnival from all parts of the 
country, but the visitors don't al- 
ways succeed in carrying the tro- 
phies away since some of Ameri: 
ca's best tournament players live 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 


In today's hand the skill of the 


local players is demonstrated by 
the way S. J. Widman. of St. Paul, 
played the South cards. As chair- 
man of the Winter Carnival, Mr. 
Widman will do his best to make 
things comfortable for all of the 
contestants; but it's evident that 
he will make things hot for his 
opponents at the bridge table. 


Widman won the first trick with 


dummy's king of hearts and made 
the key play by leading the ten of 
clubs from the dummy. East cov- 
ered with the jack of clubs, and 
declarer finessed the queen, losing 
to West's king. (East lost nothing 
by playing his jack since declarer 
had every intention of letting the 
ten ride if East had. played low.) 


West led another heart, and de- 


clarer won with the ace. Two 
rounds of diamonds made it clear 
that the suit was not going to 
break, whereupon it was necessary 
for declarer to win four club tricks 
in order to make his contract. 


Having 
made this discovery, 


Widman led dummy's remaining 
club and successfully finessed the 
seven of clubs from his own hand. 
The ace of clubs then cleared the 
suit, and declarer could take the 
rest of the tricks with good clubs 
and top cards. 
' 


I venture to say that most play- 


ers would not think of the correct 
way to play the club suit. In a 
rubber bridge game, however, it is 
quite correct to begin the suit 
early by leading the ten of clubs 
from the dummy. 


With a normal diamond break, 


South needs two club tricks to 
make his contract. The recom- 
mended line of play will succeed 
if East has the king of clubs, a*nd 
it will also succeed if East has the 
jack and nine of clubs but not the 
king. 


With 
the 
diamonds 
breaking 


badly, South needs four club 
tricks to make his contract. In this 
case, South needs a 3-3 break in 
clubs, but the play of the top cards 
is still the same. To lead the ten 
first gives South an extra chance 
in caae the king is held by West.

Is Vitamin C; Stops Scurvy 


The expression "limey" as ap- 


plied to the British, and particular- 
ly to British sailors, has an inter- 
esting origin. 
• 


Years ago many sailors in the 


British Navy and Merchant Ma- 
rine had to be at sea for many 
months at a time, during which 
they were often completely de- 
prived of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. As a result, many suffered 
from a disease known as scurvy. 


Someone discovered that if a 


sufficient quantity of limes (or lem- 
ons) was earned on board ship 
and the sailors made to suck these 
at reasonably frequent intervals, 
scurvy became far less frequent. 
Hence the name "limey." i 


It is of course, known now that 


scurvy is brought on. by .an in- 
sufficient supply of vitamin..C, or 
ascorbic acid in the diet. It can be 
prevented, consequently,'by citrus 
fruits, which contain large quan- 
tities of this vitamin. 


The vitamin is also present in 


green vegetables, fresh fruit juices, 
tomatoes, some root vegetables, 
and in small amounts in milk. The 
disease can be avoided by includ- 
ing enough of these foods in the 
diet. 


Scurvy comes on slowly. Loss of 


weight, a feeling of weakness, va- 
gue pains in the legs, anil pale- 
ness of the skin are typical. Soon 
the gums begin to become swollen 
and spongy, and bleed easily when 
brushed or rubbed. The changes 
in the gums may become so, bad 
that the teeth loosen and fall out. 


If vitamin C remains away from 


the diet for a long time, the bone 
of the jaw can actually decay. 


The breath becomes foul and 


the tongue swollen and red. Bleed- 
ing under the mucous membrane 
of the mouth is common. 
Grad- 


ually the skin becomes more dry 
and rough. 


Swelling around the ankles is 


common, the heart palpitates and 
its beat becomes more feeble and 
irregular; mental 
depression 
is 


characteristic. T h e s e symptoms 
come with advanced scurvy and 
are not seen so often now that we 
know how they can be prevented. 


Wounds Heal Poorly 


In mild forms there may be only 


inconspicuous signs, such as poor 
healing of wounds, a tendency to 
certain infectious diseases, easy 
bleeding when cut, and increased 
susceptibility to ulcers of the stom- 
ach. 


This type of scurvy can be dis- 


covered only by -making chemical 


examinations of the blood or urina 
for ascorbic acid. 


When Insufficient quantities are 


found the condition can be rem- 
edied readily by supplying more 
vitamin C in the diet. -Today 
scurvy, at least of the tevere va- 
riety, is a vanishing disease in all 
countries whose inhabitant* eat a 
reasonably.balanced diet.-

ing." Dr. Francis Leclerer, professor and head of the department of 
otolaryngology, University of Illinois, college of medicine, addressed the 
Dixon Woman's club Saturday afternoon at the Loveland Community 
House.

In this way he was able to show 
and explain the intricate parts of 
the inner ear, and how they are 
connected with the brain, also how 
they affect the rest of the body.

Much is being done to edu- 
cate the public to the problems of 
deafness and hard of hearing, and 
much is being done to help afflict- 
ed persons to become adjusted to 
living with what hearing ability 
they have left.

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Republicans May Continue 
Demo Point Four Program 


WASHINGTON 
(/^-Republicans 


may continue President Truman's 
Point Four program of technical 
economic assistance abroad, with 
some changes in operations meth- 
ods and under a new name. 


But Truman's proposal to spend 


two billion dollars on foreign eco- 
nomic aid in the year beginning 
July 1 is likely to get close scrutiny 
and sharp pruning. 


Four influential GOP senators 


said today in separate interviews 
they favor retaining the principle 
cf Point Four, furnishing technical 
advise and assistance to under- 
developed areas. It now operates 
in 35 countries. 


Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ) 


a 
foreign 
relations 
committee 


member said, "There should be 
some modifications in the program 
and we want to get rid of the 
name, but I think we Republicans 
will want to continue it." 


Smith and Sen Saltonstall (R- 


Mass) new head of the armed 
services committee, were not so 
enthusiastic about continuing other 
forms of foreign economic aid. 


Smith said he, for one, intends 


to insist that any economic aid 
which is provided be tied directly 
to military assistance. 


Saltonstall, a member of the ap- 


propriations committee, suggested 
making only limited amounts of 
money available for the proposed 
$7,861,000,000 overall foreign aid 
program. 


Averill Harriman, in a farewell 


news conference Monday as mu- 
tual security director, said any cut 


• in the aid program would "jeopar- 
dize our security" -and "risk fur- 
ther Kremlin expansion." 


Stanley Andrews, Point Four di- 


rector, has urged continuance of 
that program 'for 5 to 10 years. 


Sen. Young (R-ND) an appro- 


priations committee member, said 
he believes more is being accom- 
plished by the Point Four program 
at less cost than by a great many 
other aid efforts. 


"I don't think there is any dis- 


position on the part of the Repub- 
licans to cut out Point Four aid," 
he said. 


Sen. Ives (R-NY) said that while 


he believes the Point Four princi- 
ple is right, "and we certainly 
can't withdraw," he doesn't think 
the program has been administ- 
ered properly in some areas.

by the court and ordered to abide 
strictly by their probation provi- 
sions or be sent to training schools. 


Probation rules include the usual 


restrictions against further viola- 
tion of the law and from leaving 
the state. 


In addition, Miss Bergeson was 


ordered to be in her home by 9 
p.m. every night except Wednesday 
when she can be out until 10 p.m. 
and Friday until 11. p.m. On both 
nights she is to attend youth center 
functions. 


Newcomb. who used his father's 


car to make the trip, was denied 
driver's privileges for one year and 
ordered to be in every night by 9 
p.m. except Friday, when he could 
be out until 11 p.m. 


Williams was given the same 


probation terms as Newcomb with 
exception that he was allowed 
driving privileges in pursuing his 
employment. 


Miss Bergeson, a freshman in 


high school, couldn't answer when 
the court asked her why she 
agreed to take a trip that lasted 13 
days. 


The trio and the other girl, not 


brought into court, left on Dec. 31 
on a date Uiat was extended for a 
period of almost two weeks. There 
whereabouts were unknown. 


It was disclosed in court that the 


fourth person in the group was 
Martha Griffith, 17, Sterling, who 
is a married woman. Mrs. Griffith 
did not appear in court. 


According to testimony, they 


stopped at Mt. Vernon, 111.', at a 
friend's home, and later in Colo- 
rado at the thome of a relative of 
Mrs. Griffith. 


They returned from their esca- 


pade on Sunday and were arrested 
by Rock Falls police on a com- 
plaint signed in Lee county by the 
14-year-old girl's grandfather. 


In the complaint, he charged his 


grandchild with delinquency and 
the two boys with contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor. 


Miss Bergeson is the caughter of 


Mrs. Jean Murphy, F r a n k l i n 
Grove. Her father is dead. 


The court ordered that the girl 


return to school and behave her- 
self, that Newcomb get to work, 
and that Williams Continue at his 
former job at Rock Falls.

Truman Asks Fast Action on Immigration 


Must Revive 
U. S. Principles 
President Says 


WASHINGTON -<*>- President 


Truman asked Congress today for 
"earnest and prompt 
considera- 


tion" of a Presidential commission 
report urging a complete revision 
of the new McCarran Immigration 
Law. 


Truman formally submitted the 


report, which had been made pub- 
lic Jan. 1. It called for revision 
"from beginning to end." abolish- 
ment of the existing quota system 
and admission of 100,000 additional 
immigrants each year. 


"Such recommendations, if en- 


acted into law." Truman said in 
his message to Congress today, 
"would do much to convince the 
peoples of the free world that we 
have not lost an iota of our faith 
in the great principles upon which 
this nation was founded, and upon 
which it has risen to a place of 
pre-eminence among all nations." 


Truman charged in the Presi- 


dential campaign that the McCar- 
ran Law, sponsored by Sen. Mc- 
Carran (D-Nev)- and Rep. Walter 
(D-Pa) and passed over his veto 
last June, discrmlnated 
against 


some religions and nationalities, 
southern Europeans among them. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower also said in 
his successful campaign for the 
presidency that "unfair" sections 
should be revised. 


Sen. McCarran and Rep. Walter 


have denied the act promotes any 
racial or religious bigotry and de- 
clared the law "is, however, very 
tough on Communists."

President Begins Last Week

In White House; Busy as Ever 


WASHINGTON W — President 


Truman began his last week in 
the White House today—as busy as 
ever and beset by eleventh-hour 
problems ranging from oil to atom 
spies. 


In an atmosphere of mild con- 


fusion, the outgoing President is 
cleaning out his desk, dispatching 
dozens of farewell letters and shak- 
ing hands with wellwishers. 


But right to the end of his ad- 


ministration, -he must make deci- 
sions which no one but a president 
may make.

the Rosenberg case. Sometime be- 
tween now and next Tuesday noon, 
when his term'expires, he may de- 
cide whether the convicted atomic 
spies, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
shall live or die. 
„ .A world-wide propaganda cam- 


paign urging clemency for the 


Rosenbergs has been sparked by 
Communists. Protests have come 
from -other sources, tod, that the 
death penalty is unduly severe. 


The expectation in official circles 


is that the President will decide 
whether to commute the death sen- 
tences if he has time to weigh the 
question on the basis of the Justice 
department report.
